MISS FREDERICK 
VISITS SCHOOLS 

Finds Evidence of Trachoma 
in Nearly Every District 
—Only Two Were 
Exempt 



Miss Frederick, the visiting nurse, 
has returned from an inspection of 
the schools in various parts of the 
county and will probably leave some 
time this week on mo her tour. The 
trip was made practically for the pur 
pose of determining to what extent 
trachoma, the eye disease, prevails 
among the school children. Of the 
schools examined only two were en- 
tirely free from the Hisease. 

On all examinations Miss Frede- 
rick was accompanied by a doctor. 
Following is the list of schools visit- 
ed and the doctors who were \ xi.t t: 
Copper Springs, Dr. C. A, Morton, 
of Hanson; Suthards, Dr. W. P. 
Ross, of Earlington; Gilliland and 
Craynor, Dr. Finley, of St Charles; 
Hamby Station, Dr. Morris, of St. 
Charles; Norton, Good Hope and 
Daniel Boone, Dr. Veal, of Daniel 
Boone; Cross Roads. Ferguson, Wal- 
nut Grove, Union Grove, Charleston 
and Menser, Dr. Nichols, of Dawson 
Springs. 

Trachoma was found in all of the 
schools except Ferguson and Cranor. 
A free clinic will b£ held this fall in 
several places in me county for the 
children who cannot allord 
their eyes treated. 



When the Bee's party about forty 
strong, leave Evansville on Saturday, 
Aug. 26th, on the steamer Evansville 
thev will start on one of the most in- 
teresting 412 mile river trips in this 
country.

On these river trips everyone is al 
lowed to do as they please as long as 
they please to do right. Everything 
possible is done for the comfort and 
enjoyment of all and it is just like a 
big house party. If you wish to 
shoot turtles off the logs, alright; if 
you w bh to dance, music is furnished; 
if you wish to play "500" go to it 
if you wish to read, take kodak pic- 
tures, go in the engine room or up in 
the pilot house, watch the deck hands 
ride calves and pigs down the bank 
into the river, you are free to do so, 
and nothing is said or thought about 
it, as the boat crew from Capt Wil 
liams down, want you to have a good 
time. When you get to the cave 
your baggage is looked after and you 
have nothing to do but eat breakfast 
a-ul get on your cave suit preparatory 
to taking one of the routes. 

If you have ever been in Mam 
moth Cave you will never forget it.

Kentucky Guardsmen Will 
Begin Actual Entraining 
Wednesday or 
Thursday 

Ft. Thomas, Kv., Aug. 14 — De- 
tail orders providing for the early en- 
training of the Kentucky brigade for 
the border are expected in camp to- 
day. The actual entraining is ex 
pected to begin Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. Seventy-two hours is the min- 
imum laid down by the railroads as 
the time necessary for preparations 
incident to the movement of a bri- 
gade. Captain George Armstrong, 
quartermaster and commissary of the 
Kentucky Brigade, said today that J. 

IF. Poindexter, secretary of the Amer- 
ican railway association had repoited 
to him that notification of extended 
movement of the Kentucky troops had 
been given to the railroad's represen 
tatives in Washington. 

Two or three days will be necessary 
to prepare for the movement of the 
brigade. Commissary officers al- 
ready have begun the collection of the 
necessary food supplies for the jour- 
ney to the border. 

During the period that the prepar- 
ations are going forward, brigade of- 
ficers are looking forward to an in- 
crease inflow of recruits. It is be- 
lieved that the apparent certainty of 
border service will supply the needed 
stimulus and overcome the lethargy 
that set in with the subsidence of the 
Mexican crisis.

The packing of boxes and 
the noise of the hammer were 
sweet music to the ears of the 
guardsmen and the men went at 
their >york with a will. 

There is some doubt in the 
minds of the officers as to when 
the troops will start. The rail- 
roads are believed to, be assem- 
bling cars near here for the trip 
South. 

Another indication that the 
department means business was 
that on instructions from the De- 
partment of the East, Capt. 
Zointer, of the Uuited States 
Quartermaster Department, or- 
dered by telegraph travel rations 
for ten davs for the troops. The 
rations have to come from St. 
Louis aod will be rushed here at 
once. 

That the order from W a8nin R~ 
ton to move to the border has 
put more life and spirit into the 
guard as a whole is evident here 
this morning. Recruiting is pre- 
ceediug at a better dip and the 
numbers are jumpiug fast.

Several yeans neo a cumber 
some contrivance on two whepls 
made its nppesnince and created 
a fun re of ridicule, lanuhter and 
jeers. It was a bicycle. It w is 
Cillefl) a rich man's toy and n 
molycoddles' plaything and a 
short life was predicted. But 
the prophets were at fault, tha 
bicycle became the greatest cruz* 
of its day, and now is in general 
use as a practical necessity for 
people who find it necessary to 
cover ground hurriedly and yet 
can not afford the more expen- 
sive nnans. 

A few years later auother uelv 
looking monster puffed and snort 
ed and rattled its way into public 
notice, leaving iu its wake a 
streak of smoke and foul smell- 
ing odors.

Postage Stamps 

Quite naturally it remained for 
Philadelphia scientists to discover 
that postage stamps are germ carriers. 
A medical journal of the Quaker city 
carries the discomforting information 
that, out of fifty stamps testest, forty 
eight yielded bacteria. However, the 
public need not be discouraged since 
it was found, with the possible excep- 
tion of two cases, that none of the 
germs isolated could cause disease. 
The Philadelphians find drug store 
stamps to be the worst of all, and in 
one particular pill shop, postage 
stamps were badly infected with tu- 
berculosis and lesser ills.
